Theperpetual ſucceffion of lawful Paſtors from 
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the Apoſtles, till our £9 The Teſtimony of 
Martyrs by their Blood, and of God by his 
Works, which are Miracles: The conſent of 
Nations , the Fulfilling of the Propheſies , &c. 
Infine, the very name of Catholick, which mau= 
ore allpretences of Hereticks and Schiſmaticks, 
This Church only retains, as St. Auſtin writes 
it did in his time, and we ſee itdoth in ours. 
Theſc arethe Motives alleadged toinvite Men 
toenter into the Communion of that Church, 
in which they arefound, and of which they are 
verified. ButInever heard any diſcourſe thus: 
Be ofthe Communion of the Roman Church , becauſt 
it adorestwo Chriſts ( as you ſay c. 1. ) giveth the. 
ſcapular of 'S. Simon Stock (asc. 13. )ſays the beads 
of $. Dominick ( Cc. 14. } uſes conſecrated Images 
(c.16.)Ifyou know any who uſe ſuch induce= 
ments, name them: If you can name none, ack- 
nowledge thatyour Book inits fore-head bears 
a great Calumny , anunexcuſable uniruth : This is 
an Omen, of what ſincerity we are toexpect in 
your whole Treatiſe. 

Inyour Preface, Not to be my own witneſs, ſay 
you; I make the caſe of Papiſts ſuch as I find it in 
their own Authors, It isharde meaſure when eve- 
ry ſlip ofaprivate pen, is charged onthe whole 
Church, which often diſlikes, and{ometimes 
condemns it; yet had you kept tothis Rule, 
you had been leſs blame worthy.

Age 8. Papiſts, ſay you, are well pleaſed 
| with calling themſelves Catholicks. We are 
'Z ſo; andſowere Catholicks inS. Auſtin's time, 
*Z aswe lee |. cont. Epiſt. Fithd. c. 4. That being 
= oneofthe greateſt Motives of retaining him , 
** S. Auftin, inthe Church, Hereticks both then, 
% andnow, would arrogate totheir Congrega= 
$ tions that Title; yet could never compaſs it. No 
great wonder weshould glory inthat Name, 
ſecing, asyou ſay , Catholick DoF#rine and Servie 
ce, is the moſt eſſemtial Tewel , and the Soul of True 
Churches. You cannot give ſogreat Praiſes to 
3 Catholick Dotrine (which is Faith ) taken ofit 
= felf, burit will deſerve greater. Yetifcompared 
© with Charity , it muſt yield place; asyouſce 1. 
Cor. 13. Butbecauſe the matter isofconſequen= 
ce, and not rigthly underſtood by you, I will 
enlarge alittle upon it. ; 

| 
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It is an error as great as it is common. to 
think , that Faith in Chriſt ( which is Chriſtian 
Dottrine ) began with the preaching of the 
Apoſtles , or of Chriſthimſelf : that Faith being 
as ancient almoſt as the world. For no ſooner 
had-Adam , by breaking the Commandment, 
contracted the ghilt of temporal and eternal 
Death to himſelf and all his poſterity , but God 
the Father decreed to ſend his only begotten 
Son, to blot out the hand-writing of the Decree 
which was againſt us; Col. 2. 14. and to recon=- 


cile us again by that blood , which was to be $ 


Shed forus. And revealing that Decree toman, 
Taiſed him to hopefor ns To by the merits of 
the Meſſias, a Mediator, who was then promis'd, * 
in whom he was commanded to believe , and | 
from whom he was to expe his Redemption. 


From that moment we may date the beginning 


of Faith in Chriſt : although the Name he was to 
bear, was not then known, nor the time when 
he should come, nor the place where , nor the 
Family of which be was to be born. Andall thoſe 
perſons who lived well, and were ſaved ,either }! 
duringthe Law of Nature, or under the writ» ! 
ten Law, Abraham, Iob, Iſaac , Jacob , Moyſes, * 
David, Hieremy ,8c. as well as we, received of

Lamb; who for that reaſon , Apoc. 15.8. is ſaid 
to be ſlain from the beginning of the world, |

Times 
are altered , not Faith ; the ſound of words is chan= 
ged, He is tocome ,and He is come ; but the ſame 
faith united both thoſe who believedhim to come,and

Thus all faithful believers both before and after 
Chriſt, make up one Myſtical Body, whereof

Two difficulties againſt this DoQtrine occur, 
whole Explication willclear the miſt, which Mr. 
B, caſts before his Readers Eyes. The firſt, 
Epheſ. 3. 5. $. Paul ſays, The myſtery of Chriſt 
was not made known in other azes tothe ſons of men, 
45 it is now revealed unto his Holy Apoiiles.”

. I anſwertothe firſt , Thedifferent manner of

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Mathematical Demonftration, alters 'not the 
Demonſtration, or rhing demonſtrated. The 
Scripture is the ſame when cleerly and when 
obſcurely underſtood ; and Faith is the ſame 
when it is more and more explicated , provided 
it change nor its objea, It may be {aid to alter 
its tate , when itsobjec is alteredin quality 
but it remains the ſame inſubſtance , as long as 
its materialand formal obje&tiubliſts. Thus the 

{fame perſon,when Minor, is undera Tutor ;from 
whole: power he iSexempted, when Major, Now 
the Law was ory; Tutor,Gal. 3. under which we 
were kept till by the coming of Chriſt , Faith

ofKings, is the Prime cbject of worship , of 
Adoration , of Prayſeofall Creatures in all kinds. 
The ſplendor ofche Sun is darkneſle, the riches 
of the Earth, Poverty , the wiſedome of the 
wileſt , folly, the power of the Myghty ,, wea- 
Ecneſſe ,the Majeſty of CO Cn

ren, refuſe all Civill worship to Magiſtrates. 
Both alleadge that ſaying. Soli Deo : to God alone 
Honour & Glory , not minding , that the ſame 
Apoftle Rome 13. 7. commands us to render to 
all their due, Honour , to X home honour , & S. 
Peter teaches us firſt to feare God , next to Honour 
the King. 1. Pet. 2. 17. which places may ſtop 
the mouths of ſearys , shewing an honourdue 
toKings-itmay likewiſe open the eyesof Pro- 
tcſtants, shewing an eſteeme due to ſuperna» 
turall gifts. Nay their owne practice convinces 
their crrour : ſcing they shew ſome more reſ- 
ped to the Bible,thento a Romance; to a Church 
then to an Alchoulſe ; to a Saint , then to a 
theife ; to 8.

Io. againſt Indulgences/ W ttch having greate | 
affinity , I will treate them together, I will be- 
gin with an explicttion of the doQrine , which 
the Church oblidges her children to beleive , 8 
as for otherpoints , as She doth ,foc will I leave 
their diſcuſſion to Divines, whoſe opinions 
they are, rather then DoQtrine of Faith. And 
that my Explication of Faith in theſe points 
may be more authenticall, I will deliver it in 
the words of a worthy Prclate the Bishop of 
Condom , Preceptor to the Dolphin , publisbe 
lately in our language, | | 
It is not only Iuft ; but beneficiall unto us , ſays 
he, that God forgiving us the ſin, & remitting us 
the eternall punishment , we have incurred, should 
impoſe ſome temporall penalty , to retainens within 
our datyes .leaſt being delivered too ſoone from the 
bonds of hisIuſt ice,we should abadon our ſelves unto 4 
remcrarious Conſudence , abuſing the facility of his 
Indulgence. 
_ Tt istherefore inorder to our diſcharging that obli= 
g4tion , that we are ſubjefted to ſome workes of Pen= 
#ance which we are bound to perfarms in the Spirit 
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(48) 
of Hemility , & WE. -c. : & the neceſſity of + 
theſe ſatisfaftory workes was the motive , that in= 
duced the Primitive Church, to impoſe uppon Peni= 
tents thoſe Pennances called Canonicall, 

See that when the Church inflits uppon ſinners 
Painfull, & laborious injunitions , & they under 
rake them with Humility , that att we call ſatise 
fation: & whenether in regard of the Zeale, & 
fervour of the Penitecnt ,or other good work perfor= 
med , which the Charch hath preſcribed, she relea«- 
ſeth ſome part of the Pennance , which was Owing , 
this remiſſion is called Indulgence, 

The Council of Trent propoſeth no more to our 
Faith in the point of Indu/gences, then this,thit the 
powerof granting them hath beenegiventhe Church 
by Chriſt Teſus: & tht the uſe of them is beneficial, 
Where unto the Council addeth : that the grant of 
them ought to be diſpenced with caution, leaf the 
Eccleſiaſtical diſcipline should be weakened , & 
enervated by an exceſſive facility , which advice de=- 
clareth that the manner of diſpoſing of Indulgences 
appartaineth to church diſcipline. Thus far out of 
this greate perſon, What haye youto ſay againſt 
this Catholick doctrine? 

You employ one & fifty pages declaming 
againſt this Treaſure, & theſe Indulgences : viz 
from the 189. till the 240. yer inthe midſt of 
all this tranſport, we find a lucid intervall, where 
Truth { againſt whichin the reſt you diſcourſe) 
forces you todepoſe in her favour.
